1. Attached is the 01® report In Its revision after our 
discussions between ORB ana QIC. It seems to ue that this is h. 
very good report. »* have, on the carbon copy, aade soma aotati ns 
which we think 3hculd be taken into account in any future revi.ni n. 

2. Here are some additional suggestions t 

a. It may ho desirable to take the third paragraph of 
the Sumsiary out of this context and discuss it in the over*; 11 
introductory statement to the section. We are planning to 
write a new draft of that and will aofijider it then. 

b. It is our feeling that at the appropriate place ir. 

the paper there needs to be defined the conception of the V o)b 
of Government economic Intelligence and where other agenda 
and ORR fit. This is believed necessary because alth»i;?h w 
promise wa are doing a lot of coordinating and imply -hat * 
one is duplicating anyone; else the reader is not satisfied 
entirely. I have in mind, that one could point out two 3tat 
is still providing economic intelligence in respect of trees. s 
throughout the world, that Air, Army and Hsvy are doing depc rt~ 
mental economic intelligence to support specific department; 1 
needs and that JRE in itfi research production (as opposed t* 
coordination) is not duplicating these since it it, opera tin 
in research areas in which the community agrees it ought to as. 

c. There probably should be a paragraph which gives bop 2 
notation of the fields (not listing divisions aa such) whial 
make up OHR's basic research program. This might include 
mention of actual or contemplated To strength. 

3. Would it not be better to treat all of Section III. part 4. 
by subject rather than by office; 

a. Collection and Dissemination} 

b. Economic Intelligence (rather than ORR); 

c. Scientific Intelligence (rather than 031); 
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d. Current intelligence (rather than OCl): and 

e. utber production sueh as irrs and geographic. 


This does not mean amt these papers that have been written wo« 1 5 
be discarded or even materially altered, but it would vww tha 
the reader would get a functional impression rather than an o ran 
izational one in respect to production. Incidently the vrhole < f 
Fart k should be considered "production" rather than "process I t a. 

k. We have same reservations on ORB' a Problem £ herb as i o 
what is said and how it Is said, and want to have a chuwse t© t?j 
cuss it further at Hie appropriate time.

THE OFFICE OF COLLECTION t DISSEMINATION (OCD) 


Summary 

Rav and finished Intelligence materials com- 
ing into and going out from CIA are handled cen- 
trally. They are catalogued, indexed, cross-ref- 
erenced, and filed; while special Registers handle 
biographic, industrial, and photographic data 
separately. Modern mecliine methods are used in 
servicing researchers* needs for reference facili- 
ties . 

These facilities are available to other U.S. 
intelligence agencies, and in fact are utilized by 
them. Liaison is maintained with the other agencies 
in order to facilitate intercourse among researchers 
with coamoon interests. 


1. The Office of Collection & Dissemination, OCD, serves as 
the chief point of entry and the chief pcint of departure 
for intelligence documents flowing into and out of the Agency, 
and this Office thus performs the first steps in the processing 
of intelligence. OCD’s prime Job is to control and organize the 
30,000 different reports and studies received each month, getting 
them to the people who need them, and cataloguing and cross-ref- 
erencing them for future use. The OCD units engaged on this Job 
are the CIA Library, four specialized Registers which are describe 
below, and a Machine Division which provides machine support for t e 
whole. Certain interagency liaison operations are inseparable fro 
the control of Intelligence documents, and these are performed by 
Liaison Division. 
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2. CIA LIBRARY 

Hie federal government spends large sums, and its servants 
risk their livec, to collect i:he raw materials of intelligence 
in far corners of the world . The costs and the hazards are 
justified only to the extent that the fruits of the under takir ? - 
in the form of cables and reports from the Foreign Service, tit ; 
Defense agencies, and CIA's own overseas stations - are put ti 
the best possible use. ‘the first essential step is to ensure 
that each reporv, ±e indexed said cross-referenced in the fuller 
detail, in order that its substance may he drawn upon wieners* 
the need arises. Even those reports which seem of scant value 
today may become vitally important, some month* hence, is the 
solving of problems which cannot now be foreseen. 

The CIA Library performs this initial and essential step i i 
the processing of intelligence, and it mast index and cross- 
reference seme 20,000 to 30,000 reports each month in aufficie it 
detail to meet all conceivable intelligence needs. This is an 
undertaking of great magnitude and complexity, and it is one v dch 
no intelligence agency has ever before attempted. It has imre red 
the development of unique machine equipment, known an Intellof x, 
which is able on very short notice to provide lists of all av* X- 
able intelligence documents bearing upon any particular subjee 
in any particular area of the world. Though developed to meet 
the needs of CIA's cum research people, the Intellofnx System 
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provides so unique a service that the CIA Library is mere* sir** 
called upon to employ it in meeting the needs of other are Hm 
In effect , therefore, the System Is now providing- ®« wrverr ly 
needed service of commor concern. In October of 1963 it s» 

262 bibliographies for CIA itself, 60 for the Department y i 
and the Defense agencies, end 21 for other agencies. These H*< 
the titles, and in sons cases gave abstracts, of 65,599 lit. Oil • 
gence documents . 

3 . SPECIALIZE! KSFEmmv FACITJTIKS 

Certain types of intelligence research require dot lie) 
or more specialized, reference services than those which rob c 
reasonably be demanded of a library. These are provided, i- Cl* 
by the several Registers of 0 CD. Each of them has e. npec-rf - 
mission to perform, each has developed specialized tech n lot*. , fw 
handling its own Job, and each obtains machine supporl and - ,ch- 
nicai assistance from the Machine Division. Each gives (re 
not only to the several Offices and Staffs of CIA, but also nn c t 
IAC agencies. The Biographi c Register provides "Who*s Who'* t>n>: 
on foreign scientists and technicians, in accordance with m TP 
No. 8 which directed CIA. to perform thi, mission an a ^rvie r? 
common concern for all agencies. This Register, in addition 
provides the. more generalized biographic services which au* 
required by the research and operational staffs of CIA . 

The ~^ trial - Bcg^ter performs a service which is anrJogcn* to 
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that of the Biographic Register, but the dossiers in its 
cabinets represent foreign industrial plants and factories » the; 
than indiridual personalities. It sort;; out all the inromin* 
scraps of information on foreign industrial plants, assigns « ich 
item to the appropriate dossier, and maintains a machine indr* tr 
all the daias. in it* files. This enable? it to prepare listings 
on short notice of all factories in any given area, or of aij 
Plants producing particular commodities, or any desired comhJ ,h- 
tion of these two tgpes of lists. The G raphics Regi ster ^ ^ 
a service of common concern in enrolling and indexing p lc tOfT nhg 
and motion pLcture films of intelligence value. Cl/; b«*a«« 
responsible for this undertaking by agreement with the mat* 
Department in 19^ 7, when State turned OTor to CIA the rhntn- 
graph library which it had inherited from the Office cf 
Strategic Services. The S pecie! Register indexes certain cm* , nt 
intelligence materials which may not be handled by the CIA 1 11 ^ 
h. LIAISON 

‘fhe Liaison Division of 0CD reads all incoming cab Lee and 
reports, and sends copies of each to the Offices and Staffs 
which require them for intelligence research or in support of 
operations. Its decisions as to Who should get what arc based 
on detailed statements of requirements received from all units 
Requests for specific information which is. not available ar P 
handled by a small staff of liaison officers, who discus? them

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vith all government agencies who might he able to produre the lata 
In the event of failure, these requests are written up a s coDec- 
tion directives and transmitted to OSO or Contact Division of !TA . 
or to that one of the other agencies which appears must likely to 
he able to obtain the information by field collection ntthoda, 

5 • COCeDOTATIQk 

OCD is responsible, as are all Offices of the Agency, for 
maintaining effective coordination with all units of CIA and » t.h 
the other intelligence agencies. Since OCD it primarily a ser ice 
unit, its chief concern is no ensure that its facilities ere 
operated in such a way as to satisfy, as nearly as posr.iulc , tie 
needs of the other offices and agencies. OSsreugh ajpccgs-iate 
means of coordination, it must see to it (a) that caeioemble 
facilities in other agencies designed to meet their own needs 
do not overlap those developed in OCD without good reason, (b) 
that those services which can best be performed centrally are t -> 
performed, and (c) that there is an effective and cont inning 
-interchange of ideas on how best to improve these facilities ar t 
services . 

6. PROBLEMS 

Intelligence research on Soviet and Satellite developments 
becomes steadily mere itensified, and this leads to ever-tnrr** in? 
demands from the researchers for both broader and morn riete-r \rd 
support by reference facilities. This support cannot be irovid d
